w as much loved and respected by his 
countrym en. 
He felt, however, as did 
B urke th at “ Justice Is th e same, let i 
the Judge he in w hatever situation he 
will.** H e reasoned that lf H ie offender 
bud not been his son, he would have 
been the son of some one else who 
would have loved birn Just as dearly, 
and that, therefore, the question of 
affection could not he considered. 
M odern 
Judges 
are 
rarely 
called i 
upon to sentence their own so n s; but 
they a re frequently called 
upon to 
sentence their own am bitions.
